1 . SAO PAULO MEDIA GIVES SIZEABLE, PROMINENT COVERAGE TO ROSALYNN 
CARTER'S LATAM TOUR TODAY. TALKS WITH PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 
AND WEEKEND REST IN PERU RECEIVED GOOD PLAY, BUT BULK OF STORIES 

AND COMMENTS DEAL WITH PROGRAM IN BRAZIL, STRESSING ALLEGED 
ATTITUDE OF "COLDNESS" ON PART OF GOB OFFICIALS (WHICH SOME OF THE 
PRESS SAY IS WRONG) AND IMPLICATIONS OF VISIT IN INTERNAL 
POLITICAL SITUATION. 

2. SAMPLE HEADLINES: "MISTRUSTFUL, BRAZIL RECEIVES ROSALYNN

"ONE CANNOT DENY THAT MRS. CARTER'S VISIT TO BRAZIL IS A PLEASING 

INITIATIVE (HOWEVER), NO MATTER HOW WELL INFORMED SHE MAY BE, 

MRS. CARTER WILL LACK THE INDISPENSABLE EXPERIENCE TO NEGOTIATE
